It  all  started  last  summer  when 
an  LCAG  member  stopped  by  the 
campus  bookstore  en  route  to  work 
one  day. 

She  found  a few  shirts  on  the 
rack,  didn't  like  the  style,  and  asked 
a bookstore  employee  when  the  next 
shipment  was  due. 

She  was  told  there  wouldn't  be 
any  more  because  people  at  Livingston 
didn't  want  to  identify  with  their 
school  any  more.  They  wanted  Rutgers 
shirts  nowadays,  the  employee  said. 

The  LCAG  member  checked  around 
and  brought  up  the  matter  at  the 
next  meeting. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Association 
would  get  price  quotes  and  invest 
in  a batch  of  its  own  shirts  if  it  appeared 
feasible. 


Anita  Susi  worked  with  A1  Mathews' 
Studios  in  New  Brunswick  to  design 
the  navy  blue  shirts  with  white  lettering. 
An  initial  batch  of  50  was  made  up; 
then  100  more  just  in  time  for  Home- 
coming. 

LCAG  has  been  selling  the  shirts 
for  $6  each  and  has  arranged  to  sell 
them  for  $6.25  through  the  new  Sweet 
Shoppe  on  the  second  floor  of  Tillett 
Hall,  thanks  to  the  work  of  Ann  Burdick 
from  the  dean's  office. 

They  are  available  in  sizes  S,M,L,XL 
and  children's  10-12,  as  well  as  in 
medium  in  white  with  blue  lettering. 

So  far  the  shirts  have  traveled 
as  far  as  Phoenix,  Arizona,  spreading 
the  message  that  Livingston  is  still 
up  and  fighting. 

They  can  be  ordered  through  LCAG, 
but  we  must  charge  for  postage  in 
addition  to  the  $6  price.

of  American  society. 

First  Vice  President  McKinley 
Williams  introduced  Professor  Carey 
McWilliams  of  the  LC  political  science 
department.  As  can  be  expected, 
Carey  delivered  an  inspiring  speech 
about  the  role  of  higher  education 
in  a democratic  society. 

McKinley  also  introduced  former 
Dean  Lynton  and  presented  him  with 
a plaque  as  a symbol  of  honorary 
membership  in  the  LCAG.  Lynton 
was  the  first  to  receive  this  award. 

The  former  dean  expressed  his 
hope  that  Livingston  College  and 
the  Livingston  ideal  will  remain  a 
vital  part  of  the  university  community. 
He  told  us  that  he  truly  feels  like 
an  alumnus  because  Livingston  College 


educated  him,  as  its  first  dean,  in 
a way  that  very  few  people  have 
the  privilege  in  life  to  receive. 

The  proceeds  of  the  dinner  were 
added  to  the  Ernest  A.  Lynton  Scholarship 
Fund  at  Livingston.
